As an initial matter, on the Office Action, the Examiner has not indicated whether the 
drawings filed on March 25, 2004 are acceptable. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that 
the drawings be acceptable. 

With respect to the merits of the Office Action, all pending claims are provisionally 
rejected under the judicially-created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting. 

Specifically, Claims 1-4 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 of copending 
Application No. 10/793,213.
